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Introduction 


This booklet is about Charles T. Steigerwalt, a 
numismatist, auctioneer, coin dealer, and collector of 
coins, stamps, autographs, and other items. The exhibit 
informs the viewers of where he was born, his parents’ 
names, when he started to collect coins, and started his 
business. In addition, this booklet highlights his 
involvement in the American Numismatic Association 
(ANA) and his contributions to his community. Contains 
articles from American Numismatic Association 
Publication, The Numismatist and many articles from 
various newspapers and other sources. Some of the 
articles have been enlarged for the viewer to enjoy. A 
few of the articles had to be retyped due to poor 
resolution. Much of the material on display in this 
booklet was enlarged. This booklet involved years of 
research. 


Charles Trissler Steigerwalt was born June 28, 
1858, to Henry J. and Marry Ann Trissler Steigerwalt. 
Both of his parents died when Charles was young. His 
father passed in 1869 followed by his mother in 1877. 

Charles was raised by his maternal grandfather Michael 
Trissler who was a butcher by trade. Mr. Trissler lived 
at 130 East King Street, in Lancaster, Pennsylvania. 
This address would become Mr. Steigerwalt’s permanent 
residence. The property had a few buildings in the rear, 
in which Mr. Steigerwalt would convert into his central 
auction rooms. 


Mr. Steigerwalt attended Lancaster public schools. In 
1878, at the age of 20, he established his business as a 
coin dealer. He went on to become not only a coin 
dealer, but also an auctioneer, and avid collector of 
many items.

Mr. Charles T. Steigerwalt 


Two very fragile pages of Mr. Steigerwalt’s The Coin 
Journal, which was first published in 1878 are 
shown on the following pages. This was the first of 
many of his publications. The Coin Journal intended 
to be a monthly publication, priced at 10 cents, but 
only two issues were published April, and then May- 
June 1878. The Coin Journal was reissued in 1879, 
but now as a bi-monthly piece at 25 cents. The Coin 
Journal was newspaper size and had eight pages by 
January, 1880. It contained: a list of coins for sale, 
questions to the editor, auction sales, and ads.

Half Cents were first issued from the 
U.S. Mint in 1793, making their ap- 
pearance at the same time with the 
copper cents. The design of the ob- 
verse of this year consists of a head of 
liberty with flowing hair facing left. 
Over the right shoulder a liberty cap 
ona staff. Above the word LIBERTY, be- 
low the date, 1793. Reverse: a wreath 


formed by two branches of laprel tied ; 


together at bottom with a ribbon, en- 
closing the words HALF CENT. At the 
bottom, the value 1-200. The edge in- 
scribed: two hundred for a dollar. 
The half cents of this year are searce. 
In the following year 1794 the head of 
liberty is slightly larger and faces to 
the right. As with the cents of this 
year a number of slight varieties occur, 
chiefly in position and spacing of date 
In the early part of 1795 the half cents 
were struck on thick lettered edge plan- 
chets, as in the previous two years, but 
in the latter part of the year the plan- 
chets were thinner and edge plain. 
Both varieties are difficult to obtain in 
_ fine condition. 


~~ ceding year.” This date is extremely 
rare and fine specimens have brought 
$50 and even higher prices. 

The issue of the following year 1797 is 
of the same general design. The cap 
and pole being retained for one year 
longer on the half cents than on the 
cents, In one variety of this yeara 
crack in the die is visible from the 1 in 
date to the head. Another very rare 
variety of this date is struck on a thick 
lettered edge planchet. 

No half cents were issued in 1798 and 
1799. 

In 1800, the design of the half cent 
was changed to correspond with the de- 
sign on the cents from the latter part of 
1796, and consists of a draped bust of 
Liberty facing right, with word LIBERTY 
and date on obverse. Reverse: sameas 
preceding years. 

No half cents were issued in 1801, but 
in 1802 the coinage was continued. All 
the half cents of 1802 were struck from 
a corrected die of 1800, portions of the 
cipher being visible around the 2 of 
date, which is smaller than the other 
figures. This date is scarce, 

The issues of 1803 and 1804are plenty. 
In the latter year we find plain and 
cross 4’s. A number of slight varieties 
occur in the years from 1803 to 1808,

The difference consists in size of value 
on reverse, being with or without stems 
to wreath, and other minor points of 
difference. One variety of 1808 is an 
overdate from an 1807 die, The general 
design of all these years is the same and 
they are allplenty. The coinage of 
1806 is frequently found in uncirculated 
condition. 

In 1809 the design was again changed 
to correspond with the cents. The 
Turban Head facing left taking the 
place of the previous design. This year 
is very plenty, but the following year 
1810 is somewhat scarce and the suc- 
ceeding year 1811 still scarcer, being 
rarely found in fine condition. 

A long break now occurs in the line, 
no half cents being issued from 1812 to 
1824. 

Tn 1825 the coinage was again com- 
menced with the same design, and 
with the exception of the years 1827 and 
1830, was continued to 1836. In 1828 
two varieties were issued, one with 13 
and the other with 12 stars. In 1831 
and 1836 only a small number of pieces 
were issued and they are consequently 
very rare. They are generally foundin 


\e latter date 
in which year great numbers were 
struck. 

From 1837 to 1839 no half cents were 
coined, but from 1840 to 1848 a small 
number were issued in each year. The 
design is the same as the cents of these 
years, being the head of Liberty with 
braided hair, with stars and date on ob- 
verse, and wreath enclosing the words: 
HALF CENT onfeverse. The dates from 
1840 to 1847 are small, but the year 1848 
hasalarger date than the preceding 
years. They are generally found in 
proof condition. Atsome period after 
their issue a small number of re-strikes 
of all these dates were issued from the 
U.S. Mint at Philadelphia. They can 
be detected from the originals by the 
fact that the reverse die of the 1856 half 
cent was used in striking these pieces. 
As the reverse of this year differs 
slightly from the originals their detec- 
tion is not difficult. This reverse die 
was also used with the 1831 and 1836 
half cents, about 12 pieces of each of 
these dates being restruck. 

All these dates are very rare, espe- 
cially the dates 1842and 1847. The 
originals command high prices, and 
even the restrikesare very difficult to 
obtain and sell at good figures. 


In the following year 1849, we find 

large and small dates. The latter be- 
longs to the previous series of rare dates, 
only a few pieces being struck. Ex- 
tremely rare in original condition, but , | 
also found with the 1856 reverse die, f 
some pieces of this date being restrack 
at the same time." The large date is 
plenty, as are also the two following 
years 1850 and 1851. The issue of 1552 % 
is rare, as only a few pieces werestruck. 
It is also supposed that some  restrikes 
of this date were issued, but as the re- 
verse of the original is very similar to 
the 1856 reverse, the most experienced 
collectors will find it difficult to point 
out any notable difference between 
them. 

The years 1853, 1854 and 1855 are — 
plenty, but the year 1856 is somewhat 
searee. This scarcity has only occurred 
in the last few years and is supposed to 
have been partly caused by a corner in 
this date by a well-known numismatist 
who finding this date was becoming 
searce, procured all he could lay his 
hands on, and caused them to advance

Since that time as fractions of cen 
have been discarded in business trans- 
actions, half cents have disappeared from 
public view and are rapidly becoming 
searce. Within a few years even dates F 
now plenty will become scarce and col- 
lectors will do well to fill up their col- 
lections as rapidly as possible.

The Starred 1794 Cent. 

Tn our review of coin sales in another 
column, we notice among the pieces sold 
at the Bispham sale a 1794 cent, known 
as Maris No. 44. This piece is described 
in the catalogue as follows: 1794 Cent. 
Maris, No. 44. Inside ofserratingon 
reverse is a circle of small stars. Fine. 
Brown.Dr. Marisstates this to be an 
tremely rare variety. 

This piece was purchased by Mr. J- 
W. Haseltine for the modest sum of 
$4.25. Since the sale, however, much 
attention has been attracted to the piece 
and its rarity more fully appreciated. 7 
Mr. Haseltine hassince refused an offer 
of $60 for it. 

It is supposed by some numismatists 
that the number of the finely pointed 
stars on the reverse of this piece given 
as eighty-nine has historical reference 
to the eighty-nine signers of the Consti- 
tution of the United States.

Mr. Henry Chapman (1859-1935) was inducted into the 
A.N.A. Hall of Fame in 1970. 


On February 28, 1881, Mr. Steigerwalt held his first 
coin auction in Lancaster, Pennsylvania. That 
catalogues cover is shown on next page. Mr. Steigerwalt 
would go on to issue a total of seventy-one auction 
catalogues between 1881 and 1910. The number of lots 
per sale varied from 173 to a high of 2,268 in a two-day 
sale in his Central Auction Rooms in Lancaster. He 
would also hold auctions in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 
and New York City, New York. Mr. Steigerwalt was also 
a cataloguer for numerous auctioneers, such as 
Lippincott, Son & Co., Thomas Birch’s Sons., and 
Daniel R. Kennedy and others.

In 1883, Mr. Steigerwalt published his second 
publication the Steigerwalt’s Coin Journal. This was 
likely his best series. Steigerwalt’s Coin Journal was a 
bi-monthly, priced at one dollar, and consisted of two 
volumes containing eight issues. The pages were 
numbered consecutively with each issue, containing 
between thirty and forty pages. Numismatics articles 
were in the front, and his fixed price list of coins for sale 
in the back of the issues. A copy of the Steigerwalt’s 
Coin Journal is shown on the next page. 
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The letter is reprinted on the following page. 
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The letter on the previous page is to T. Harrison Garrett 
client of Mr. Steigerwalt’s, dated June 20th 1883(?) it 
reads as follows: 


Dear (illegible) 


Among a lot of gold recently purchased by me I found a 
nearly proof 1798 over 97 Eagle with deep, broad 
milling (file scratches) a choice piece. Having been 

informed that you are at present forming a collection of 

gold I have taken liberty to offer the above piece to you 
at $25. It is one of the rarest varieties of the gold 
coinage and I think rarer than the variety of this date 
with the four stars facing bust. I secured it reasonable 
and offer at as above cheap rate. Will forward on 
approval if desired.

The 1792 cent, known as the “ Naked 
Bust,’’ or ** Roman Head ”’ variety, has 
for its obverse a classical bust of Wash- 
ington, The reverse has a small eagle 
with upraised wings, similar to the 1791 
cent ; legend, ‘** Cent.’’

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In 1885, Mr. Steigerwalt created the fixed price lists, a 
vital part of his enterprise. He was the first dealer to 
effectively use this method of merchandising to sell 
inventory. He published over 110 fixed price lists 
between 1885 and 1911. The catalogue shown on the 
following page is dated January, 1892, with over 
$12,000.00 of coins and medals for sale.

(Pennsylvania) dealer Steigerwalt was a proponent of 
fixed priced catalogues, and during this era he issued 

more than anyone else did. His critics said that his 
auction catalogues were also, in actuality, fixed price 
lists, inasmuch as many were simply offerings of his 
own inventory at high reserve prices. Unquestioned is 
the fact that from the 1870s through the end of the first 
decade of the twentieth century, he handled many 
important rarities and collections.

A 
letter was read from Max Ohnefalsch Richter of the Royal Berlin Museum, Berlin, 
Germany, Permanent Corresponding Member, announcing his proposed visit to this 
country, and that he would read a paper before the Society in January, 1892, on the 
Antiquities of Cyprus, etc. The Society then adjourned. 


A Numismatic and Archaeological Mecting took place on Monday, June 8, 1891, 
at 8 P. M., at the Society’s Rooms, when a paper was read by Mr. I. Irenaeus Ste- 
venson, entitled “The Story of Castine, Maine; an Old American Town.” ‘This was 
followed by a discussion and an exhibition of U.S. Colonial Coins. To this mecting 
ladies as well as gentlemen not connected with the Society were invited.

1794. Cents. 


BY CHAS, STBIGERWALT, IN ''PHR CURTO.”? 


The pioneer investigator of the die varieties of [794 cents was the late Dr. 
Edward Maris whose researches commenced prior to 1869 as in that year, he 
published a treatise on the subject. In this pamphlet he described and named 
43 varieties. A second edition appeared in 1870 but no new varieties were 
included in it. 

The next publication on the subject appeared in 1879 being part of Fros- 
sard’s ‘‘Monograph of U. S. Cents and Half Cents.’? Frossard was not an 
original investigator and he simply copied from Maris’ lirst treatise. He 
only added one new varisty, that known afterwards as Hass 29. Maris, how- 
ever, had at this time found 52 yarieties, as appears from a letter dated July 
5, 1879, which was published in the Monograph. He added Frossard’s dis- 
covery as No. 53 and subsequently added No. 54 and 55, neither of which 
exist. 

After Maris’ death, the writer secured his personal copy of his treatise 
and found therein a sheet with Maris’ own descriptions of the numbers dis- 
covered beyond the 43 originally published. 

The next in line is sae work of the W. W. Hays which was published by 
Frossard in 1893 and by which the 1794’s are now usually classified. While 
taking Maris’ work asa basis, Hays went over the subject thoroughly and, 
considering his advanced age, remarkably well. In 1893 he was 73 years of 
age and died in his 80th year. Hays described 56 numbers, giving equival- 
ents to the 54 of Maris (he ignored his 55th); and three additional (Hays 27, 
41 and 55); as he had never see Maris 48, he omitted it, 

Since 1893, three new varieties have been found or, more probably, only 
two, as one can be nearly positively identified as the missing Maris 48. Hays 
secured two of these and the other has been found since his death. 

Seemingly there should be 59 varieties now, but two, Hays 38 and 53, are 
non-existant and the total must be reduced to 57. How the errow oecured 
would take too much space in the telling, but the main reason was an e¢n- 
deavor by Hays to lit Maris’ originai blunders. When, after Hays’ death, 
his collection was purchased, neither number appeared in it. Hays was 
simply mistaken as to-his 38 and he later on realized his error. Regarding 
Hays 53. he simply took Maris’ description, but that entry was made by 
Maris when he had lost jaterest in the subject. It is supposed that Maris 
found a worn Hays 55 and, not recognizing it as a new obverse, carelessly 
noted it as a combination of previously known dies. Neither Phelps, Gilbert 
nor anyone else, has ever found these two numbers and the gentlemen named 
have given close 1.tention for years to the subject. Hays fell into another 
curious mistake in describing the reverses of his 3l and 41, as they are identi- 
cal, which can be readily seen by reference to the plate or the coins. 

In 1896, I. Gilbert of New York found a variety not described by Hays.

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This is supposed to be the missing Maris 48 which Maris described in his 
notes as follows: ‘48, Frowniog Face. Similiar to No. 5 but different 
termini to some of the lower hairs, Also, L in Liberty is nearer the cap. 
Reverse same as No. 5.’’ As Maris 5 Is Hays 7, the description closely fits. 
Of the four plated obverses using this same reverse (Hays 7-9-10-11) it most 
closely resembles Hays 10, having a compact date with the top of the 7 higher 
than the other figures, differing in this respect from the others. 

In 1897 another new variety appeared in a Philadelphia sale, and it was 
secured by Hays. It also has the reverse of Hays 7, making the sixth ob- 
verse used with that reverse. The obverse bears a remarkable resemblence 
to Hays1l, The most noticeable difference is in the relative position of the 
7and 9. In Hays 11, the tops of these figures are closer, and they are tilted 
toward each other, while in the new variety they are more evenly spaced and 
the 7 is not so long as in Hays.11. : 

A curious circumstance caused the discovery in 1900 of the latest found 
variety. Ata New York sale was purchased what was described as a Hays 
44. It was added to a stock catalogue at a moderate price and later sent on 
approval to A. G. Heaton as Hays 44, which he lacked. He returned it as in- 
correctly attributed, and in endeavoring to correct the errow, the discovery 
was made of an unknown obverse. This resembles Hays 44, the 1 of date be- 
ing distant from 794. The latter figures are more compact than in Hays 44, 
and the termini of hair are also diferent. It has the reverse of Hays 31-41, 
So far it has remained unique.

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Original and Restrike Half Cents.

The Mills and Rice sales each contained an 1852 Half Cent with large 
berry reverse, these said to be the only two known. The assertion was made 
in the catalogue of the latter sale that Mr. Rice considered the smal! berry as 
the original reverse. That the large berry reverse was the one originally 
used does not admit of question. An 1843 proof set, secured at the time, is in 
existence and, also, one or more 1846 proof sets. An 1846 set, in the original 
case, was secured by B. H. Collins in London, where it had been since the 
date of issue. The Half Ceat in this, as well as in the 1842, was with large 
berries. The small berry is the natural reverse of the dates 1849 to 1857 and 
it would be improbable that a reversion for one year would be made to the 
discarded reverse. While most of the 1852 Half Cents are probably restrikes 
(the similar reverse of 1856 is said to have been used for the restrikes), the 
natural original reverse would be the small berry. It then becomes impossible 
to tell which is an original and which is a restrike as far as 1852 is concerned, 
Even 1831 and 1836 were restruck with the small berry reverse, proving abso- 
lutely that it was the reverse used for restriking. The existence of these two 
of 1852 with large berries brings up several probable solutions. The most 
reasonable is that there was a restrike of the large berry series to a very 
limited extent in 1852 or immediately afteswards and some years prior to the 
restriking with small berry reverse; 1852 could have been included in this. 
Another suggestion is that but very few were originally struck in 1852 and the 
discarded reverse die usei; this, however, would muke all the 1852 issue with 
small berries to be restrikes, a not improbable fact though not @ likely one.

SOME ARE OF GREAT VALUE.

FINE EXAMPLES OF ENGRAVING 


New York, September 12 — The high premiums paid for certain 
English and Scottish coins at the recent sale in this city of the 
English section of the great coin collection of the late William 
S. Appleton of Boston draws attention to the coins when 
after those associated with this country, are of greatest 
interest to the American collector. It is often the case 
that the American, after having exhausted the field of 
United States issues, turns to the English and Scottish 
coinage, where he finds a wealth of interesting varieties. 
Perhaps the rarest coin of all the English series is the 
Juxon gold piece, which has an interesting history. King 
Charles I, when moving from point to point in defending 
his crown, carried in his train an engraver by the name 
of Rawlins. The royal exchequer sometime ran so low 
that the private plate of the king’s adherents was cut up 
and stamped with dies made out on the spot by the 
engraver, a practice which produced the interesting 
variety of siege pieces, or necessity money. 
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While with the army, Rawlins designed a pattern five 
broad piece, equivalent in value to about $25, and cut 
the dies for the coin. Only one specimen was struck, 
this being in gold, and it was given to the king, who 
thereafter carried it as a pocket piece. 

The coin was dated 1674, and showed on the obverse 
the bareheaded bust of the king. On the reverse were 
the royal arms, at either side being “C” and “R,” while 
around the border was inscribed the same motto which 
is borne by many coins of his reign- “Florent Concordia 
Regna” (kingdoms flourish by concord). 


Remember; Mr. Steigerwalt was the cataloguer for this 
the Appleton auction and most likely wrote this 
description for this gold piece, which I think is quite 
amazing.

1794 Half Cents. 


By CHAS. STEIGERWALT in ‘‘the Curio.”’ 


‘With the close attention paid to the dies of the 1794 Cents, it is strange 
that the Half Cents of same date have been neglected. Frossard in his Mono- 
~—-~~graph,;—published _in_1879, seems to have been the only person to list them with 
accompanying plate of the 5 obverses but only one reverse. ~~ 
Pending a more elaborate list, with illustrations, the following may interest 
collectors. There are 5 obverses and reverses combining to make 8 varieties: 
that I have met with. Any additional dies or combinations I would be pleased 
to see and note, Another combination is on one list, I understand, but probably 

in error. 

No. 1. The distinguishing feature of this is the high relief of the hair, 
The 4 nearly touches bust; the 1 is directly below where the hair meets neck 
but not very near it and the 9 is slightly higher than 7 and 4. Found with 
reverses A and B. 

Rey. A. A pair of leaves meets another pair at top of wreath; the left. 
ribbon end curves inward and points at 2 and right end curves outward close to 
0; ‘‘Half’’ and ‘‘Cent’’ are wide apart and a dot nearly central between them. 

Rev. B. Two leaves, close together, meet a single leaf but do not touch it; 
‘‘Half’?’? and ‘‘Cent’’ close; a dot between E.and N near top of N; die break 
through E of ‘‘United’’; ribbon ends short. 

No. 2. On this and those following the head 1s flatter than in No. 1. Date 
closer to head than on the other varieties; 4 near bust and 1, well under hair, is 
nearer to it than any other, 9 of date low. With Rev. C. 

Rev. C. Two leaves, close together, touch single leaf at top. Center dot 
is over N. Ribbon ends long and wide apart. 

No. 3. The date is very compact, the 4 near bust but, as the whole date is: 
near the milling, the 1 is far from the head. With Rev. A. 

No. 4. Date slightly wider than previous numbers, 79 being near together, 
and is well placed with 1 and 4 equally distant from hair and bust. With Rev. 
B-C-D. 

Rev. D. This reverse bears a remarkable resemblance to Rev. A and, at 
first examination, was supposed to be identical. Closer scrutiny indicates minor 
differences that are difficult to describe but show, apparently, another die.

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He told me that he had considerable information 
from Arthur Thatcher, a former old time Mint 
employee, regarding the 1804 dollar manufacturing 
but that as it was received masonically he was 
under obligations not to divulge it without 
permission. 


Regarding the making of 1804 dollars which I 
mentioned in a previous letter as having been told 
me about 25 years ago by Wm. Jenks of 
Philadelphia, Haseltine furnished more particulars. 
He says they were struck by Eckfeldt, and his son 
later stole them from his father and tried to dispose 
of them. Such a fuss was made at the time that 
several were returned - one had gone to Mayor 
Nichols of Springfield, Mass. through Randell - one, 
however was taken abroad and purchaser would 
not return it even when requested by U.S. officials 
— Haseltine says it is now in Liverpool. This piece 
had a plain edge and the one in Mint cabinet with 
plain edge is supposed to have been from this 
striking.

It 
is possible that they may still exist. 


I am making notes as I go along — such references 
as I find in looking up old catalogues etc. for other 
reasons and may sometime in the future units up 
on the subject but there is so little of real value that 
can be as curtained that I am afraid collectors 
would know very little more often I got through. Am 
so very busy that I can hardly get time for absolutely 
work but if I find out anything that would be of extra 
interest to you I will let you know promptly.

First American Engraver: The dies for the carly Massachusetts silver pieces 
are said to have been the work of an engraver named Jenks, of Lynn, Mass. Can 
any Of the readers of THe Numismatist give detailed information regarding Mr. 
Jenks, who may very probably be called the first American engraver? 

1838 $10 in Proof: Mr. William H. Woodin, the well-known New York col- 
lector, has a very scarce ten-dollar piece of 1838—searce on account of its con- 
dition, the piece being an absolute proof. Just when proof coins first were issued | 
at the mint cannot be determined with accuracy, but certainly not much before 
1838.

THE STEIGERWALT COLLECTION. 


Valuable Autograph Letters and Other 
Rare Documents To Be Sold 
January 30. 

A large number of valuable auto- 
graph letters and historical docu- 
ments are in the collection of Charles 
T. Steigerwalt, of this city, which will 
be sold in Philadelphia by Stan V. 
Henkels on January 30. Perhaps the 
rarest autograph of the entire lot is a 
document, dated “Friday after New 
Year, 1544,” written in Latin by Mar- 
tin Luther. It was formerly in the 
collection of the Duke of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, and is Luther’s receipt for his 
corn and two measures of malt from 
the castle, - 

Among the other items are an order 
by John Quincey Adams, Braintree, 
January 24, 1789, on a Mr. Russell for 
a “Barrell of Porter” for John Adams; 
a letter of John Quincy Adams, St. 
Petersburg, August 17, 1811, to 
President Monroe, announcing the 
birth of a daughter, “the first example, 
I believe, of an American, a native of 
Russia;” a letter of Ira Allen, brother 
of Ethan Allen, Onion Riyer, June 20, 
1775, to Col. Benedict Arnold, about 
the latter’s expedition to Canada, for 
which expedition Ira Allen was acting 
as a scout; two letters of John Brown, 
of Osawatomie, May 30, and Novem- 
ber 4, 1854, to his wile; a humorous 
letter of Robert Fulton to his friend 
Skipwith; three letters of U. S. Grant, 
one of which has a postscript of seven 
lines in the autograph of Andrew 
Johnson; a document signed by 
Charles Guiteau, the assassin of Presi- 
dent Garfield; a letter of Patrick 
Henry, July 14, 1794, to Gov. Lee, of 
Virginia,declining a seat in the United 
States Senate; a tailor’s bill by An- 
drew Johnson, 1836, “To making one 
pare of pants!" a letter of Thomas 
McKean, President of the Continental 
Congress, July 25, 1781,calling on Gov. 
George Clinton of New York, for more 
troops; and a “Bill of Sale for Negro 
Slaves,” January 6, 1800, signed by 
Daniel Morgan, Brigadier General in 
the Revolution.

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RECORD PRICES FOR UNITED STATES CENTS. 


Many record prices for United States coins have been made in 1910, but especially 
remarkable have been the prices which have been paid for certain varieties of the old 
fashioned copper cents that were issued from 1793 to 1857. These are now the highest 
priced series of coins in the world, according to a statement recently made by one of 
=> Ameriea’s lending numismatists. 

The highest price ever paid for a cent was $340, which this year was paid for an 
uncireulated specimen of a Liberty cap cent dated 1793 which was sold in this city last 
September. The former owner of the coin, the late Peter Mougey of Cincinnati. is 
said to have taken a trip from his home to Philadelphia in order to secure this specimen, 

The rarest cents and highest in price are those dated 1793, 1799 and LSO4. all of 
which when uncireulated are held at $100 and upward. There are a number of other 
pieces dated several years later that bring high premiums when in uncireulated condi- 
tion. One of these is dated 1809. All the cents of this vear are very scarce in fine 
condition, and it is difficult to procure a specimen that does not show considerable 
wear. There are two varieties of this cent which are held at a high premium. The first 
of these is known as the Comet" variety. It gains this title from the fact that a 
break in the die shows «a cometlike streak of metal or ridge just behind the head. A 
splendidly preserved example of this variety sold for $41 this year, while another cent 
of 1809, a perfectly struck coin, brought the record figure of $75. 

The cent of 1821 in perfeet condition is another extremely rare and valuable coin. 
‘This vear, what was said to have been the finest known cent of this date brought $58, 
while an uncirculated cent of 1823 brought SSO. 

A variety of the cent of 1825, one of the finest known, of red paler, just as it orig- 
inally came from the coinage press brought $23, while a splendid uncirculated cent 
of I827, also thought to be the finest known, sold this vear for $24. 

It must not be inferred that all cents if in the original mint red state of preserva- 
tion necessarily must be very valuable, for that is not the case. Perfectly red cents 
of such early dates as 1816, 1S17, ISIS, 1819 and 1820 sre easily procurable at a pre- 
mium ranging from 33 cents up to a few dollars. 

An 1834 cent this year brought $42. It was of the variety showing an uneven 
date in large figures, with small stars around the head of Liberty. ° It was in brilliant 
proof condition. 


There are many rare and high priced cenis even after the last named year, A 
fine proof cent dated 1840 with small figures in the date brought this vear $25, while 
x brilliant proof cent of 1842 with small figures in the date sold for $34. A splendid 
proof cent of 1846 with tall figures in the date brought $43, and a red proof cent of 
1849 sold for $21. 

The rarest of all cents is a variety dated 1793. Its exact value is a matter of 
conjecture, as it has not been offered at auction since 1890, when two specimens were 
disposed of at the sale of the Parmelee collection. This variety of cent is of the * flowing 
hair’ type, which shows a head of Liberty to the right with wildly flowing hair, which 
was one of the first designs to be made at the mint. The coin does not differ materially 
in design from certain other cents of 1793 showing a wreath on the reverse except in 
au tiny emblem directly under the bust of Liberty. This is a representation of a sprig 
containing four leaves, varying in this respect from the other similar varieties of the 
year, Which show but three leaves on the sprig. 

This cent is known as the “four leaf clover” cent, and up to the present time only 
three specimens are definitely known. All three are in the collection of a well known 
Chicagoan. It is safe to say that were a fine specimen of this cent offered at auction 
it would bring $500. 

There is a surprising number of practical business men who are quietly engaged 
in bringing together a complete series of the cent pieces, dating from 1793 up to the 
present vear. Collectors of these coins are put down by some persons as being afflicted

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STRAWBERRY-LEAF 1793 CENT. 


Edgar H. Adams, usually accurate, is certainly “away off” in 
that paragraph of his article on page 53 of the February Numis- 
matist referring to what he calls “the four leaf clover varicty of 
1793 cent.” His first error is in stating that none have been 
offered since the Parmelee sale in 1890, when the fact is that the 
Parmelee specimen was the first of the three to be offered at auc- 
tion. Parmelee did not have two as stated by Adams as a glance 
at the catalogue of that sale would have shown. His specimen, 
described as “good” was really “fine” and the best known. It 
was lot 671 and bought by the writer for $70, sold a few months 
later to the late Dr. Thos. Hall, of Boston, for $90, and now 
owned by V. M. Brand, who bought Dr. Hall's collection. 

At one of Frossard’s sales at Kennedy’s Fifth Ave. Auction 
Rooms, December 20, 1894, a specimen described as “very fair” 
sold for $120. It was this cent that indirectly caused the historic 
fight when Frossard and another prominent dealer, both veterans, 
rolled around the floor of the auction room, trying to kick each 
other, and the late H. P. Smith lost a diamond pin in the con- 
fusion incidental to separating them. 

The only other specimen [I can recall as being offered at 
auction was a poor specimen sold in Philadelphia, December 17, 
1895, as lot 823 of the Winsor Sale, for $21. 

The most comic error of Adams is in calling it the “ four leaf 
clover” cent. While there has been some dispute as to whether 
the leaves are strawberry or clover and whether they are com- 
bined with a strawberry or with a clover blossom, there are cer- 
tainly only three leaves; how a “ four leaf clover’’ could be con- 
strued it is difficult to tell. 


1795 CENTS. 


It is curious, while other early dates of cents are so prolific of 
varieties, that 1795 should have so few. The following are be- 
lieved to be all at present known. As the reverses differ on each, 
they alone will be given. 

1. “One Cent” high in wreath, which terminates in single 
leaves. A berry on either side of bow. Struck on lettered-edge

thick planchets and also on thin planchets with no edge lettering. 

2. “One Cent” nearly central, right branch terminates in two 
leaves. A berry on either side under bow. Lettered edge only. 

A sub-variety of this has a small die-break between R and T of 
Liberty and is known as the hyphen variety. 

3. There is only a berry to left of bow; none on right. Let- 
tered edge only. 

4. “One Cent” central. Berry to left of bow; none on right. 
The right wreath stem almost touches A. Thin ‘planchet only. 

5. “One Cent” central. Berries on either side of bow. The 
branches of the wreath are thick, with 20 leaves on right and 21 
on left branch. The right wreath stem points to the right of A. 
Thin planchets-only. This is, by far, the rarest of the 1795 varie- 
ties. Nota single specimen in any condition was found among an 
unpicked lot of nearly 300. 

6. The Jefferson Head. As this is now generally conceded to 
be a counterfeit of the period, it does not merit any lengthy de- 
scription. It is coarse work and bears no close resemblance to 
the other 1795’s, nor to any other early date and never emanated 
from the United States Mint.

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Mr. Charles T. Steigerwalt’s Obituary 


On Mareh 29 Cherles T. Steigerwalt, one of the oldesi, best enown, and 
most prominent neumismatists in this country, died in St, Jeuseph’s Hospital 
at Lancaster, Pa:, aged 4 years. 

Mr. Ste'gerwalt had been confined to the hospital from the resuits of a 
paralytic stroke which ke had received several months ago, and fren; whieh 
it was thought he kad begun to recover, 

He was born at Lancaster on June 28, 1858, and lived all his Hite there, 
where he went through the public schools. He became interested in coins 
when a boy, beginning with a collection of United States cents. In PSTS he 
made his start as a dealer, and in April, 1878, began a small paper, “The 
Coin Journal.” The May and June numbers were combined, and the pub- 
lication ceased for that year after the issue of these two numbers. During 
1879 the publication was resumed, the first number being Issned for June 
and July. It was a two-column, four-page paper, issued bi-inonthiy. The 
two folowing issues, August and September, and November and December, 
were of the same size, and in I8S0 the size was increased. The second yal- 
ume commenced December, 1880, and the third volume in Junuary. TSS2. 
The second number of this volume was uot issued until July, t&8S82, when it 
was abandoned in the form of a newspaper. In 1SS3 a third series in the 
form of a magazine was started as bi-monthly. It survived one volume of 
six issues, the last appearing as “May-June,” 1884. In March, 1895, he 
commenced the publication of the Numismatic News. 

Mr. Steigerwalt had a great deal to do with stumps, but as a collector, 
rather than as a dealer, and had a large collection at the time of his death. 
He was also a collector and dealer in antiques, and some yours ago purchased 

the Catherine Long mansion in Lancaster, in which it is said he placed many 
of his antiques and art objects. The latter establishment was sold several 
months ago, and realized a large sum. 

Mr. Steigerwalt as side lines extensively handled old china, antique 
furniture, autographs, rare books, engravings, pietures, and bric-a-brac gen- 
erally. His one big real estate venture proved unsuccessful, and caused 
his assignment some time ago, Redmond Conyngham being appointed assig~ 
nee. Mr. Conyngham, a lifelong friend of Mr. Steigerwalt, did such splendid 
work that he brought the latter's financial affairs around to a satisfactory 
basis, which would allow the payment of Mr. Steigerwalt’s debts dollar for 
dollar, and then leave him in comfortable circumstances. 

But ir was as a numismatist that Mr. Steigerwalt was best known. Far 
years he had been regarded as one of the greatest coin experts in this country. 
He attended every important sale, and was familiarly known ta every Col- 
lectar and dealer in this country and Canada. He himself tanducted many 
important coin sales at Lancaster and in New York City, one of the latest of 
the important ones being thar of part of the collection of William S. Appleton 
of Boston, which was held in New York, May 21-22, 1907. He also issued 
numerous large and extensive fixed price catalogues, 

Mr. Steigerwalt was a member of the American Numismatic Association, 
of which he was the official Counterfeit Detector for a long time, and was 
regarded @s one of the besr posted numismatists in thar department. He 
was also a member of the New .ork Numismatic Club, the Amerie«an Phila- 
telic Society, and the Philadelphia Stamp Club.

TWENTY-FIVE or thirty years ago Charles Steigwalt used to 
come to New York and hold public sales at 32 East 23'4 Street.

In an effort to recognize the most 

important collectors, scholars, and 
hobby professionals of all time, the 
American Numismatic Association 
maintains the Numismatic Hall of 
Fame (HOF) at its Colo- 
rado Springs headquar- 
ters. ANA historian Jack 
W. Ogilvie proposed 
the Hall of Fame in the 
mid-1960s. By 1969 
bylaws were drafted, 
and the HOF inducted 
its first honorees that 
same year. The next 
group was enshrined in 
1970, with subsequent 
honorees inducted ev- 
ery two years. Today, 
individuals are recog- 
nized annually, with 
“modern” numismatists 
inducted in odd years 
and “historic” person- 
ages in even years. In 
2022 Jeremiah Colburn 
and Charles T. Steiger- 
walt join the ranks of 
the HOF. 

Jeremiah Colburn 
of Cambridge, Massa- 
chussetts, was born on 
January 15, 1815, the eighth of ten 
children. As a youngster, he worked 
as a clerk for Colonel Seth J. Thom- 
as’s haberdashery. He took over the 
business in 1840. 

In 1830, at age 15, Colburn first 
became interested in coins. Ten years 
later, he started acquiring bank notes. 
He married Eliza Ann Blackman 
(1820-97), on April 30, 1846, and they 
had a son, John Blackman Colburn, 
who sadly died in infancy. 

In 1852 Colburn was appointed 
by President Franklin Pierce as 
U.S. appraiser in the custom house 
for the Port of Boston, a position 
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he held until June 1860. After this 
period, Colburn spent most of his 
time on his antiquarian and literary 
endeavors. 

A longtime bibliophile, he ac- 
quired many valuable books and 
pamphlets relating to American 
history and also authored books on 
the topic. Beginning in 1857, Col- 
burn wrote numerous articles on 
American coins for the New York 
Historical Magazine. 

In 1859 American Numismatic 
Society (ANS) founder Augustus B. 
Sage depicted Colburn, along with 
eight other prominent numisma- 
tists, on his series of Numismatic 
Gallery tokens. Colburn was named 
an honorary member of the ANS on 
December 23, 1867. In 1862-63, W.E. 
Woodward sold Colburn’s collection, 
which included many choice and 
rare United States coins, including 
large cents. 

Beginning in 1870, Colburn was 
an editor of the American Journal 
of Numismatics. He also served as a 
major contributor to Sylvester Sage 
Crosby’s landmark publication, The 
Early Coins of America, published 
in 1875. 

Colburn was a driving force 
behind the establishment of the 
Boston Numismatic Society in 1860. 
He served as the organization’s vice 
president and eventually president 
in 1884, Seven years after his death 
from pneumonia in December 1891, 
the organization gifted its holdings 
of coins and books to the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Boston. 

Born in Lancaster, Pennsylvania, 
on June 28, 1858, auctioneer and 
magazine publisher Charles T. Stei- 
gerwalt became an early copper half 
cent and cent collector at a young 
age, and his interest in both series 
continued throughout his life. 


From 1878 to 1881, Steigerwalt 
published The Coin Journal, a pe- 
riodical that offered coins for sale, 
questions for the editor, and auction 
results. In July 1883, he debuted 
Steigerwalt’s Coin Journal, of which 
eight issues were published. His 
third publication, Numismatic News 
(not to be confused with Chester 
L. Krause’s periodical of the same 
name), was printed in 1895-96. 
Twelve issues of his final publication, 
The Curio, were released between 
1898 and 1909. He offered various 
items for sale, both numismatic and 
non-numismatic. 

Steigerwalt found great success 
as an auctioneer. His grandfather 
was a butcher by trade and owned 
a few buildings in Lancaster that 
Steigerwalt converted into auction 
rooms for his business. The enter- 
prising collector issued 71 auction 
catalogs between 1881 and 1910. In 
addition to Lancaster, he also held 
sales in Philadelphia and New York 
City. Steigerwalt was the first dealer 
to effectively utilize fixed price lists 
(110 of them between 1885 and 1911) 
to sell his inventory. 

Steigerwalt first began advertis- 
ing in The Numismatist in 1891 and 
joined the ANA the following year as 
member no. 74. In January 1902, he 
served on the Association’s Board 
of Governors in the role of coun- 
terfeit detector, a position he held 
until June 1907. This prominent post 
made Steigerwalt well known in the 
numismatic community, and his auc- 
tion business flourished. As an au- 
thor, Steigerwalt wrote a handful of 
articles on half cents and large cents 
for the ANA’s official publication be- 
tween 1906 and 1909. 

Steigerwalt suffered a stroke in 
1911, which led to a number of health 
issues. He checked into a local hos- 
pital in Lancaster and tragically took 
his own life on March 29, 1912, at the 
age of 53. His Numismatist obitu- 
ary, published in the May 1912 issue, 
describes him as “one of the oldest, 
best known, and most prominent 
numismatists in this country.”
